The writer took advantage of 
the cool of the evening Sunday to 
make an inspection of the cotton 
insect- damage in the Brazos Bot­ 
tom, where he found many fields 
without a single leaf of cotton in 
it. 
He drove to Pitts Bridge and 
just across the bridge turned in 
at a little gate and drove down 
the river’s bank to Jones Bridge 
and thence through the Chance nod 
Koppe-Robinson 
plantations 
t o 
Koppe’s Bridge and back home by 
way of Wellborn. The cotton loaf 
worm is very active in the section 
on the Burleson county side of J 
the river between Pitts Bridge and j 
Jones Bridge. Here and there are' 
many fields where not a single! 
leaf can be found upon the stalks 
and in other 
fields one can see 
where the poison was put on in 
time to save the crop. 
The line 
of demarkation 
is 
very 
plain. 
There will 
be a section 
of no 
leaves at all and the first row of 
the poisoned section has practical­ 
ly every leaf on the stalks. 
It is thought, however, that for 
this year 
the cotton is already 
made as the bolls 
are full and 
just ready to burst with fruit. So 
the danger for this year is not so 
great, but if something is not done 
toward ridding the fields of the 
leaf worm, they may become active 
next year early enough to ruin the 
crop. 
Poison is the only effec­ 
tive means of control and the plan­ 
tation openers should not hesitate 
to use it in abundance.

City Manager J. 
Bryan Miller 
made an extensive report on abat­ 
toirs in Texas, to the members of 
the Board of Directors of the Bry­ 
an and Brazos County Chamber of 
Commerce this morning 
at 
the 
chamber rooms, at 10:00 o’clock. 
Mr. Miller recently visited a num­ 
ber of abattoirs for the Chamber 
of Commerce, particularly the on# 
at Taylor. 
He stated 
that the 
main reason for establishing them 
was to furnish a market for home­ 
grown products and also that san­ 
itary food products are insured. A 
secondary consideration might be 
the small income that can be de­ 
rived from them where efficiently 
operated. 
Two ways of 
obtaining 
them 
were taken up by Mr. Miller, 
the 
first being private individuals who 
might be interested in the promo 
tion of abattoirs 
and the 
other 
through municipally-owned plants. 
The cost of a good abattoir, said 
Mr. Miller would be from $10,000 
to $20,000. 
The 
Paris 
abattoir 
was established in 1909 and was 
a pioneer plant 
in 
the 
United 
States and one of the best to be 
found in the country.

NEW BANKRUPTCY LAW 


According to an announcement 
from the Attorney Geseral’s De­ 
partment at 
Washington, 
impor­ 
tant amendments to the Federal 
bankruptcy law will go into ef 
feet August 27. 
These 
amend­ 
ments have to do chiefly with the 
criminal provision of the law. The 
limitation 
period within 
which 
prosecution must be brought is ex 
tended from one to three years. 
Hitherto it has been a source of 
embarrassment to the enforcement 
officers that the case had to be 
brought to bar within one year of 
the date of the offense or else be 
dropped altogether. 
Penalties 
provided 
as shown 
under the amendments are prison 
sentences instead of fines. Up to 
five years in the penitentiary await 
the fraudulent bankrupt or any of 
those who aid in the concealment, 
embeazlement or misappropriation 
of the bankrupt estate. In its new 
form the bankruptcy law has 
•tern hand for tricksters and shys­ 
ter* who seek its benefits and shun 
its burdens. 
It ie to be hoped that the law 
in its new form will be more ef­ 
fective on those who would be dia- 
hoseet in business.

his father being a shoe manufac­ 
turer and fanner. 
W. E. Saun­ 
ders attended primate 
school 
in 
Warrenton, there being no public 
schools then. 
His curriculum in 
eluded foreign languages as taught 
in the modern colleges, such 
Latin and Greek. 
After his school work had been 
finished he worked around home 
for a time and then decided to 
launch out for himself . Together 
with James W. Johnson, he decid­ 
ed to go to California and ni 1782 
they decided to start the trip. They 
got to Alexandria, Virginia, where 
they were refused emigrant tick­ 
ets. They then went to Baltimore 
where Mr. Saunders had an uncle. 
Here they learned that a salesman 
in a wholesale tobacco house had 
just returned from Texas, giving 
a glowing account of the 
land. 
They visited the home where the 
young man lived and he gave them 
such an ardent description 
that 
they changed their minds and de­ 
cided to come to Texas, landing 
first at Waco. 
Mr. Saunders had 
previously 
served in the Civil War in Com­ 
pany D., 43rd Battalion of Vir­ 
ginia Cavalry, under command of 
Colonel John S. Mbs by. 
He was 
in no regular battles, the battal­ 
ion serving on independent serv­ 
ice, but was in many engagements. 
He was never wounded.
